LYNCHING MOB
- DEFIES MILITIA

(Special from United Press.)

Greenville, Tex., Oct. n-—With three
companies of militia on ' guard this
town is recovering from the excite-
ment that followed the lynching late
last night of Frank and Louis Wil-
liams, negroes, for an alleged assault
on Mrs. Wiil Lloyd. The mob which
lynched the negroes took them out of
the custody of the troops, who would
not fire and whose unloaded muskets
were useless, The prisoners were hard-
Iy in the jall when the mob demanded
them. The sheriff refused to glve
them up and while he was parleving
with them Company M of the 4th
Texas was ordered out. When the sol-
diers arrived the mob had broken
down the door of the jail and was
taking the negroes out to hang them.

A fight followed between the soldiers
and the mob but the mob had retained
possesgsion of the negroes and dragged
them to the outskirts of the city. They
were gtrung up to a telegraph pole and
riddled with bullets. While this was
going on Governor Campbell was ap-
pealed to by the sheriff whgo feared a
general attack on the negro quarter
and two additional companies of mili-
tia were hurried to the scene.
